Observations :— 

barly in 1916, the Superintendent of Archaeology was informed, by Mr. 
D. Kamat, Deputy Inspector of Schools at Aurangabad, of three copper plates 
belonging to a hania at Daulatabad. The Superintendent sought the help of 
Nawab Barzoo Jang Bahadur, Subedar of Aurangabad, who has always dis¬ 
played great interest in matters archaeological, and through him. secured the loan 
of the plates. Thereupon Mr. Yazdani arranged with Mr. D. R. Bhandarkar, 
M.A., Superintendent, Archaeological Survey, Western Circle, a noted authority 
on tin insc riptions of Northern Deccan, to edit the plates for publication in the 
Hyderabad Archceologicai Series with the collaboration of Mr. K. N. Dikshit, M.A 
Curator, Provincial Museum, Lucknow. The thanks of His Highness' Govern¬ 
ment are due to Messrs. Bhandarkar and Dikshit for undertaking the task. 

The plates record the grant of a village named Nakaregummalu to a preceptor 
named Dasedvedi of the Parvvada village, possibly in the Gulbarga district. 
They are of importance as giving the earliest date of the Western Chalukya king 
Jayasiriiha II, otherwise known as Jagadekatnalla of the later Chalukya dynasty , 
viz. 939 of the Saka era, which corresponds to the 13th May, 1017 a.d.

THE DAULATABAD PLATES OF 

JAGADEKAMALLA, A.D. 1017. 

-- — 

These plates at present belong to a bania of Daulatabad, named Balaram 
Bhausingh Thakur, and were brought to the notice of the Superintendent of 
Archaeology, H.H. the Nizatn’s Dominions, by Mr. D. Kamat, Deputy Inspector 
of Schools, Aurangabad. The Superintendent of Archaeology, on receipt of the 
above information in October 1915, put himself in communication with Nawab 
Barzoo Jang Bahadur, Subedar of Aurangabad, and through his good offices 
acquired the plates for decipherment and publication. The plates were even¬ 
tually sent to us by the Superintendent, with a request that they should be 
edited by us for the Hyderabad Ardueological Series. 

The plates are three in number. The inner side only of the first and third 
plates, and both sides of the middle are inscribed. The first plate measures 
iif" to 12" in length and 7f" in breadth; the second about the same; the third 
is about 12" to 12$" in length and about Ji" to 8" in breadth. The plates are 
strung together by means of a heavy circular copper ring, passing through a hole 
1" in diameter cut in the. side of the plates. The ring, f" thick and 3" in 
diameter, is at its ends fixed in a massive quadrangular copper seal, measuring 
3f"x2|", with a surface f" countersunk from the edge. The central figure on 
the seal is that of a boar running to the left, (the varaha-lanchhana of the Chalu- 
kyas). Above are symbols representative of the Sun and the Moon, and a 
chowrie, and a flagstaff (?) . To the r. is an elephant goad (ankuSa) and below 
the boar is a svastika. At the bottom are the letters $rimach-Chaluky-abhara[na] 
in old Canarese characters. The symbols and legend on the seal are all in relief. 
The rims of the plates have been raised a little so as to protect the writing. 
The letters have been deeply cut, but they do not show through the other side, 
owing to the thickness of the plates which varies from to -fo". Except for a 
little corrosion in a few places, the record is in a good state of preservation. 
The weight of the plates together with the ring and seal is 553 tolas. 

The alphabet is old Nagari of the northern type, and very closely resembles 
that of the Miraj 1 plates of Jayasimha, which were engraved eight years later. 
A slight difference is observable only in the form of the letters la and na. The 
average height of the letters is f". The language is Sanskrit, except the 
Canarese phrase gandardl-ganda in 1. 61. The genealogical description in this 
record is contained in 44 verses interspersed with short introductory prose 
clauses. Then follows the portion which specifies in prose the object and details

of the grant. This is followed by the usual imprecatory verses, and the inscrip¬ 
tion ends with the names of the donor and the writer. As regards Orthography, 
(i) the consonants following 'r ' are as often doubled as not; in particular, na, 
ta, pa and bha are invariably doubled, e.g. °arnnavam 1. r, Karttikeya 1. 5, 
n arvbhakatvad 1. 22, °arppipad 1 . 23; ja, da , dha and va are mostly doubled but 
sometimes not, e.g. aurjjitydch 0 1. 37, °r*=ddurjay a 1. 8, °Vishnuvarddhana° 1. 7, 
sarvva * 1 1 . 7, 24, 46, but 1 . 8, °jamir~devam° 1 . 35, murdhni 1 . 82, °parvam

everywhere been preferred to that of the class nasal, except in the following 
cases; vx§rdnta° 1 .

(5) b is represented by the sign for v, so that we have not attempted to correct 
the readings in places where b is meant for v ; (6) s and S, ri and ri are very 
often mistaken, one for the other;' (7) ma and na are interchanged, the reasons 
perhaps being the similarity of their forms. 

The inscription refers itself to the reign of the Western Chalukya king 
Jayasimha II J agadekamalla, of whose reign it is the earliest record. The 
first 44 verses, containing the panegyric of the Chalukya dynasty, agree closely 1 
with the same in the Miraj grant, which has been exhaustively dealt with in Ep. 
Ind., Vol. XII, No. 34, by Dr. I y . D. Barnett. As he has already given the results 
ot his comparison of the Miraj grant with the other three records of this class, 
it is quite enough to note here only the points of difference between the Miraj 
and our grant. 

The donee is a Brahmana from the village Parvvada of the Lohita gotra and 
a follower of the faittiriya Sakha of the Yajurveda, by name Dasedvedi, son of 
ivamedyedi, and grandson of DaAesiti. The village granted was Nakaregummalu, 
in the Atkuru seventy of the Savvi country. Its boundaries as specified are the 
village of Muchchumgurruki to the east, Parruvadya to the south, Koppada 
to the west, and G-ofnamitta to the north. The place of the king’s encamp¬ 
ment was -Pulugubhumkere-Sanavida, which was situated on the northern bank 
of the river Bhimarathx, in the Korraluru twelve, and Arraluru three hundred. 

I he name of the writer of the grant is given (1. 83) as MSyiveva, who was 
attached to the office of Prolamarya, the Director of Police ( danda-ndyaka ) and 
Officer in charge of grants (Sasanadhikarin). The latter official is no doubt 
identical with the Prolarya of the Miraj plates referred to above; and it is 
exceedingly probable that the scribe Maipayya of that grant is the Mayiveva of

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the present record. The date of this inscription is given in words as well as 
numerical symbols, in lines 65 to 67. It is Monday, the full-moon day of the 
month Jyeshtha, in the Pirhgala samvatsara, current, of the Jovian cycle, 
when 938 years had expired since the time of the &aka kings. It is further 
stated that there was a lunar eclipse on that day. The year 938 expired is 
evidently a mistake 1 for 939 expired, because the Pimgala Samvatsara coincides 
with the latter date, and it was only during the year 939 expired that a lunar 
eclipse occurred on a Monday of the Jyeshtha month. The corresponding 
Christian date would thus be Monday, the 13 th of May 1017 A.D., when there 
was an eclipse of the Moon, visible in India, the full-moon tithi of Jyesh¬ 
tha having ended at about 14 hours 41 minutes after mean sun-rise for Ujjain. 
It is the earliest date for Jayasimha II, so far known, and is earlier by about 
three years than the next certain date for him. It thus leaves a gap of seven 
and a half years after the last recorded date for his predecessor Vikramaditya V. 

As regards the places mentioned in the record, the river Bhlmarathl is 
clearly the river Bhlma, the main tributary of the Krishna, joining the latter 
near Raichur in H.H. the Nizam’s Dominions. The place, however, where the 
king was encamped, which has an unusually lengthy name, cannot be identified 
with any place on the northern or left bank of the river, though the Korralur 
and ArralQr of our plates might be one of the many places named Kollur 
and Allur, found in the lower Bhlma valley. We are unable to offer any con¬ 
jecture regarding the present equivalents of the other localities, though in our 
opinion, the Atkuru seventy, wj'iich comprised the village granted, cannot be the 
Atkur in the Mysore country, and that the name Muchchuthgurruki suggests that 
the places mhst be looked for somewhere around Gulbarga, where names ending 
in gurki are common.
